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Task force report recommends 
deaf studies courses for freshmen 


Students who enter Gallaudet 
University as freshmen next fall may 
have to take two courses in deaf 
studies regardless of their chosen 
major, if the recommendations of the 
Task Force on ASL and Deaf Studies 
are implemented as set forth in the 
task force report. 

For this to occur, an amendment to 
the University’s general education re- 
quirements and proposals for the two 
new freshmen courses “Introduction 
to Deaf Studies I and II’’ would have 
to be approved by the Council on 
Undergraduate Education, and it may 
not happen as quickly as next fall. 
But this and other recommendations 
in the American Sign Language and 
Deaf Studies Task Force Report do 
give Gallaudet some guidance in es- 
tablishing a deaf studies curriculum. 

The report, which was commis- 
sioned last November and released to 
the campus community Sept. 30, lays 
out 10 recommendations for a deaf 
studies program at Gallaudet and also 
suggests a schedule for their im- 
plementation. 

First, the report recommends that 
the University recognize the study of 
the language, culture, and community 
of deaf people as a valid academic 
discipline, that it create a separate 
unit for this discipline that would in- 
clude core faculty, and that it pro- 
mote the field of deaf studies to the 
academic world and society. 

The report further states that Gal- 
laudet must ensure that the study of 
deaf people will be in the hands of 
scholars who are formally trained in 
traditional disciplines so that “‘they 
are able to adapt scientific methods 
and install academic traditions into 
the field of deaf studies; thus, their 
intellectual guidance is essential for 
gaining academic respectability to the 





study of deaf people.”’ 

The report states that this new aca- 
demic unit should address the follow- 
ing four priorities: 1) teach 
undergraduate and graduate students 
about the deaf community, language, 
and culture; 2) provide academic 
preparation to students specializing in 
deaf studies on the undergraduate 
and graduate levels; 3) conduct 
research to expand the body of 
knowledge now known about deaf 
studies; and 4) promote cultural 
awareness Of deaf people inside and 
outside the Gallaudet community. 

This unit also would guide the 
University in designing a comprehen- 
sive deaf studies curriculum recog- 
nized as a model curriculum 
worldwide. 

The report asserts that Gallaudet’s 
deaf studies curriculum will be differ- 
ent from other deaf studies programs 
currently in use in the United States. 
‘““Most Deaf Studies programs were 
designed to meet the needs and in- 
terests of hearing people who want 
to pursue careers in the helping 
professions working with deaf 
clients,’’ it states. “‘In contrast, the 
proposed Gallaudet Deaf Studies pro- 
gram is targeted for deaf students.”’ 

According to the schedule set forth 
in the report, a new deaf studies unit 
should be up and running with four 
full-time faculty members and 20 to 
35 graduate assistants by the end of 
summer 1993. By fall 1994, under- 
graduate and graduate degree pro- 
grams in deaf studies would be 
available to students. 

The Office of the President, the 
Board of Trustees, Budget Unit 
Heads, University faculty, and the 
Student Body Government are cur- 
rently reviewing the report. It also is 
on reserve in campus libraries.

Some graduate and undergraduate 
faculty could lose a week’s class time 
from one course if the University sus- 
pends its academic schedule for a 
day-long Diversity Day this spring. 
Missing the day of classes was one of 
several issues discussed by the 
University Faculty Oct. 26. 

Additionally, the University Faculty 
will meet Dec. 7 to discuss possible 
changes to the faculty guidelines 


Jordan announces 
employee raises 


Gallaudet President I. King Jordan 
announced Oct. 22 that the Universi- 
ty will award a 3 percent cost of liv- 
ing adjustment for all eligible staff 
and faculty. Dr. Jordan also said he 
plans to continue staff merit compensa- 
tion at a 3 percent average, that he plans 
to award merit and promotion increases 
for faculty, and that increases for union 
employees will be negotiated. 

The 3 percent functional increases 
will be paid on Nov. 24, with a 
separate check for a retroactive ad- 
justment to Oct. 1. Staff merit in- 
creases will be paid in early 1993. 

Jordan said the increases are possi- 
ble because the University’s federal 
appropriation was approved at $77.6 
million for operations, construction, 
and endowment. This includes an in- 
crease for operations of $1.1 million, 
which is 1.5 percent more than last 
year’s appropriation. He also noted that 
the $850,000 awarded to the University 
last year for a one-time purchase of 
computer equipment has been made a 
permanent part of the budget. 

The budget also includes $982,000 
for the matching endowment program 
and $2.45 million for the last phase of 
the Hall Memorial Building renovation. 


proposal before President I. King Jor- 
dan takes it to the Board of Trustees’ 
February meeting. 

Dr. Jordan is planning the April 
8 retreat sO Campus Community 
members can discuss diversity open- 
ly. However, at the University 
Faculty Meeting, faculty members 
noted that when a class meets for 

*three hours one day a week, as many 
graduate courses do, the students lose 
a week of that class unless an addi- 
tional day is added to the academic 
year. 

Dr. Michael Moore, vice chair of 
the faculty senate and chair of Com- 
mittee G (Admissions, Calendar, and 
Academic Standards), said that in its 
five-year calendar the committee has 
added a day to academic years ’93-94 
and ’94-95. 

Chair of Committee E (Salary, 
Benefits, and the University Budget) 
Terry Berkeley said that faculty will 
receive a 3 percent cost of living ad- 
justment and that merit and 
promotion-based increases will re- 
main at the same level as last year, 
$1,500 and $2,500 respectively. Dr. 
Berkeley added that while Jordan 
agreed to continue discussion of the 
faculty compensation package Com- 
mittee E submitted last spring, he 
said that the University cannot afford 
it this year. That package requests a 7 
percent cost of living adjustment, 
$2,500 for a merit increase, and 
$3,500 for a promotion. 

Against some criticism of the 
faculty’s planned evaluation of the 
Sign Communication Proficiency In- 
terview, (SCPI), Chair of Committee A 
(Faculty Welfare) Tom Allen reported 
that the committee is only coordinat- 
ing the faculty evaluation of the SCPI 
and that it will not be conducting

the entire evaluation. He further stated 
that this assessment is not meant to 
find fault with the system and that 
Committee A is not recommending 
suspending the SCPI. 

Faculty who need to take the SCPI 
this fall should fill out a request form 
and suggest three days and times that 
would be convenient for them be- 
tween Nov. 4 and Dec. 4. Willard Mad- 
sen, associate professor for Sign 
Communication, will then inform the 
faculty members of their scheduled in- 
terview time. Evaluators will travel to 
the Northwest Campus to evaluate 


faculty there. 

In other news, the Council on 
Preparatory Studies is considering ad- 
ding two courses to its Department of 
Technical Studies and also is assessing 
whether preparatory students’ partici- 
pation in varsity athletics hinders, 
helps, or does not affect their academ- 
ic performance. 

Under new business, Associate 
Professor Frances Parsons proposed 
that the faculty consider voting this 
spring on returning to a more Pidgin 
Signed English style of communication 
rather than straight American Sign 
Language.
